Who Is THE LORD To You? 

“AND PHARAOH SAID, WHO IS THE LORD, THAT | SHOULD OBEY HIS VOICE TO LET 
ISRAEL GO? | KNOW NOT THE LORD, NEITHER WILL | LET ISRAEL GO.” 
(Exobus 5:2)
